The very fact that the Jewish 
Ritual has always contained 
prayers for the dead and that to- 
day Jews offer prayers for their 
dead is sufficient proof.

prayer. Prayer for the dead 
implies belief in a state after 
death where souls can be benefit- 
ed by prayer, and such a state 
must be a place of temporary af- 
fliction.

THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 

It has been some weeks since we offered any comment 
on the Mexican situation despite the fact that the N. C. W. 
C. News Service keeps us in constant touch with the situa- 
tion. Our failure to offer comment is due to the fact that 
it would have to be the same in substance as that which we 


have made frequently. 

The Catholic press is the only medium through which 
the American people could be properly informed concern- 
ing the inhumanity and brutality of the persecution waged 
by the Calles Government against the institution to which 
Mexico owes its all. The secular press carries only what 
the persecuting Government permits its own agents to send 
over the wires, and this is misinformation pure and simple. 
It is a crime to criticize the Government’s action; therefore, 
whatever is sent over in the name of news must be favorable 
to the Government and prejudicial to the Church. In any 
new revolt the report is sure to come over that “it is re- 
ported that the revolution was led by a priest.” The clergy 
are even blamed for setting fire to a passenger train, while, 
following a careful investigation, it was disclosed that no 
priest was among the attacking rebels. 

The Bishops of Mexico, practically all in this country 
at present, have repeatedly declared that they have consis- 
tently followed the policy of “peaceable resistance”; that 
neither anyone of their own members nor anyone of their 
clergy have led rebels in an armed attack; but the secular 
papefs over our country have not taken the trouble to let 
the people know this. In fact, not one of the big papers in 
the United States has sought to procure the Church’s side 
in this controversy by arranging for an interview with 
Mexico’s joint Episcopate, now exiled in this country. If 
Calles or a Government Committee from Mexico moved to 
our country for a few weeks the daily press would publish 
daily interviews with them. No matter whether people have 
any sympathy with the Catholic Church or not, one would 
think that, as Americans, they would insist on knowing what 
the Church has to say about herself and would be, on prin- 
ciple, opposed to the Government which is denying its own 
sons such inalienable rights as are granted by our own Con- 
stitution, and of which we boast so much. 

The Bishops of Argentine, South America, have recent- 
ly addressed a Joint Pastoral Letter to the Hierarchy of 
Mexico, in which they characterize the persecution in these 
words, worthy of the attention of every American: 

“In a land which owes everything to religion—civilization 
itself; in a nation where, of fifteen million inhabitants, at least 
fourteen millions profess to be Catholics; in a people whose 
Government claims to be inspired by the highest principles of 
liberty and progress, the Catholic Chureh has been despoiled of 
her temples, her property and hor rights; foreign priests and 
members of religious orders have been driven out like criminals, 
and native-born Mexicans have been denied the exercise of the 
rights which are theirs as citizens; the exercise of public worship 
is prohibited as a criminal act and private worship has been sub- 
jected to the arbitrary rules of civil authority; the teaching of 
the Catechism in all schools, even those that are private, has 
been prohibited; and even the image of Christ crucified, towether 
with every other religious emblem, has been proscribed; every 
criticism of those laws in the press or at public gatherings has 
been prohibited, and any violation of them has been made pun- 
ishable by penalties even more severe than those imposed for 
crimes against property and life. . 

“The Bishops of Mexico have op violation of the 
rights of men, this BUDDression ' nil liberty, hy dignified but 
energetic protests, and the faithful, without distinction of sex or 
of age or condition, have resisted it with . n and courage. .

“Tt would See ry) that BR resistance so united, that martyrdoms 
endured with such heroism, would long ago have teuched the 
hearts even of the most brutal tyrants and forced them to restore 
liberty to people who kr w thus to suffer. But there is no 
tyranny worse than that which is practiced in the name of lib- 
erty, no hypocrisy more refined than that which is practiced by 
usurpers who pretend to be the defenders of law. 

“It is a stain upon our America and, at the same time. an 
added glory of the Catholic Faith of the Mexican people, that 
this bloody persecution continues to be waged in Mexico, denying 
to the Bishops even their rig} t, as citizens, to petition even for 
the amendment of the Constitution. Catholics who have as- 
sembled for the purpose of petitioning justice have been dis- 
persed with clubs and fire-arms; priests, deserving only of re- 
spect, have been shot down like malefactors; old men, and young, 
guilty of no other offense than that of publicly professing their 
Faith in Christ, the King, have been put to death by the firing 
squads. 

“So brazen has been the violation of the most elementary 
liberty of conscience, and so great have been the sufferings of 
thousands of our brothers, that the people of the Argentine 
Republic can no longer remain silent. We, loving liberty with 
an invincible love, we professing the same Roman Catholic Apos- 
tolic Faith, in defense of which men are so desperately fighting 
in Mexico, therefore, your Bishops, Beloved Sons, regarding as 
inadequate the action that has been taken by us separately, now 
add to that protest against persecution which has been heard 
throughout the world this new testimony of our admiration and 
sympathy for the people of Mexico,”

When the Chris- 
tian religion came to be recognized as 
a factor in the intellectual and relig- 
ious, as well as in the political, life of 
the empire, the Neo-Pythagorean 
philosophers undertook an anti-Chris- 


| tian campaign, proclaiming their own 


system of spiritual regeneration and 
setting up as rivals for Christ their 
own heroes, such as Pythagoras and 
Appolonius of Tyana. The latter was 
one of the originators of the Neo-Py- 
thagorean school, who, though born 
in Cappodocia, had traveled through- 
out the Empire and to the east teach- 
ing from city to city. After his death 
he became a hero to the Neo-Pytha- 
goreans and stories of miracles, vis- 
ions and prophecies were woven about 
him. A hundred years later the Neo- 
Pythagorean, Philostratus, wrote a 
romance with a purpese in which he 
developed the life of Appolonius as a 
counterpart of Christ.
